ever held in Cbio»go took place lait Toes- 
day. There were five tickets in the fleld, 
four of which had a fair chance of being 
•aooeasfol. 


The first candidate iu the field for the 


Mayoralty was Elmer WashbnrD, ex-Chief 
of Polioe, who was nominated by the Citi- 
zens' Independent Convention prior to the 
regular party conventions. His greatest 
support was expected from a secret organi- 
zation, whose abject it wag to curtail the 
Influence of the foreign element in the city 
administration, and which claimed to have 
25.000 voters in iu ranks. 


The Democratic Convention nominated 


for Mayor tLe present iuonmbent, Dewitt 
0. Creiger, over C irter H. Harrison, an ex- 
Mayor of the city. The Harrison men 
withdrew from the convention in a body 
and nominated Harrison. The Democratic 
State Central Committee 
and 
Senator 


Palmer took the part of Creiger, the regu- 
lar Democratic nominee, and urged his 
election, while the Personal Rights League 
indorsed Harrison. 


The Republican Convention nominated 


Hem pa toad Washboros, BOO of the late 
Elibn B. Wnahburoe, United States Minis- 
ter to Franco at tbP time of the Frano-- 


war, and it was thought that his 


WAI assured in consequence of the 


dtvieion in the Democratic ranks. 


The fifth candidate was Thomas Morgan, 


who was nominated by the Socialists and 
Labor party. 


The greatest interest was taken, in the 


contest and almost every citizen was regis- 
tered. The polls opened nt 8 o'clock and 
closed at 4 f. M., end at noon on election 
day two-thirds of the ent'te vote was in the 
ballot boxes, an unprecedented circum- 
stance ia the history of Chicago.

party claimed a mnjoriiy for its candidate, 
bnt the returns indicate that Creiger,the reg 
ular Democratic nominee, was elected bj 
small plurality.

BOSTON, April 8.—At a dinner of the Re- 


publican Club of Massachusetts, at which 
many prominent men wera present, Secre- 
tary of the Navy Tracy gave an account of 
the work in which the Navy Department 
has been engnged. 


Among other things he said, the employ- 


ment of labor at tbo navy yards had been 
made a political consideration, debauching 
local and national politics, and destructive 
io the Government service. It is an nicer 
to the naval adminisliative system, and I 
propose to cat it oat. 


Details of bis new plan will be in opera- 


tion in a short time. At each navy yard 
there will be a Registration Board to regis- 
ter all applicants in the department of un- 
skilled labor, and the first come •will be 
first served. Army and navy veterans and 
men with families to support will be ex- 
ceptions to the rale. Skilled labor will be 
employed accordiig to merit, 
foremen 


will be selected by competitive examination 
by a board of naval omoerp. 


The Secretary is confident that this plan, 


folly carried out, will- result in increased 
efficiency of the navy yards and their ex- 
emption from machine politics. 


Umbrellas In England. 


How many umbrellas are manufact- 


ured in this country annually? There 
are no official returns giving the number 
in ibis country, though in the United 
States it is calculated that one umbrella 
is made annually for every eiz persons. 
If we apply this proportion to the popu- 
lation of the United Kingdom—now cal- 
culated, in round numbers, at 88,000,000 
—over 6,000,000 umbrellas are made an- 
nually. Upward of 8,500,000 umbrellas 
were imported by sea into Calcutta iu 
the year 1888-89, and the yearly exports 
of umbrellas from this country are valued 
at £581,000. In France, in 1830, um- 
brellas were manufactured by 160 makers 
to the value of £280,000; in 1847, £405,000 
worth by 803 makers; in 1882 their value 
was £1,180,000, and 890 manufacturers. 
Price averaged four francs each. There 
were thus made in France in 1882 7,500,- 
000 umbrellas, or nearly one for each in- 
habited house.—London Tit-Bits.

total of $52,428 84. Tbe expenditures for 
tbe quarter were $28,914 29, leaving a 
balance of $26,512 55 in the Treasury 
March 31, 1891. 


The liabilities of the county are :On bridge 


bonds, 
$8,000; 
Agricultural 
bonds, 


$9,000; Claims on General Road, Con- 
tingent and Indigent funds, $1,891 G3, 
making a total of $18,891 63. As only 
two bonds of $1,000 each are due annually, 
there ia $25,000 in the treasury over and 
above all the present liabilities of the 
county, a very sood showing for dull times.

A MINING REVIVAL. 


Au 
Old District Coming Into Prom- 


inence. 


The Arabia mines near Lovelocks are 


coming to the front again. "In tbe days 
that tried men's stomachs," when George 
Lovelock kept hotel on the Humboldt 
river, the nearest water to the mines, and 
flour was worth $30 per hundred pounds 
and scarce at that, there was quite au ex- 
citement over the Aralia mia*s. Tbe Mon- 
tezutns, which had been abandoned as 
worthless by its original locators, proved 
to be a large deposit of ore just covered 
with loose earth. 
A thousand tons of the 


oxydized ore waa worked by wet process in 
the Evening Star Mill in Trinity Canyon 
and yielded $75 per ton in silver. Smelt- 
ing works were erected on tbe Humboldt 
three and a half miles from the mine, and 
the metal, which contained a large per 
oentage of lead, was refinad on the ground, 
the bones of the animals which perished 
on tbe desert in tbe days of ox-team immi- 
gration having been used for refining it. 
Uncle John Atchison commenced develop- 
ments on the Jersey mine and quite a vil- 
»ge sprang up in Arabia, though all the 
water and much of the whisky used was 
hauled to the camp by teams. Tue oast of 
fuel and the transportation of tbe lead 
(there were BO railroads ia Nevada in those 
days) were expensive, however, and the 
mines were abandoned, 


Now, 
the Silver State says, and tbe 


editor of that paper, who spent months in 
the camp, ought to know, that theta are 
quite a number of lodes in the district, 
which show abundance of ore. The old 
Jersey mine showed at one time ten feet of 
solid carbonate ore, the Montezumu at 
times twelve feet, the Dnnderberg six to 
fight feet, the Daisy Series from two to 
three feet, and numerous other ledges 
showed large quantities of thirty and 
forty dollar ore, while ore from tbe Monte- 
zuma, although very base, worked as high 
as $110 to the ton, mill process. 
Hun- 


dreds of tons of twenty and twenty-five 
dollar ore can be picked np on tbe surface. 
Float rock in chunks, some weighing as 
high as 500 to 1,000 pounds, is found, in 
(act the surface is coveted with it. We 
consider Arabia district, in case we have 
any favorable silver legislation, the beet 
poor man's camp in the country.

To Measure tho (Sea I.evol, 


A new apparatus for measuring the 


mean level of tho sea has lately been in- 
stalled at Marseilles. It is based on the 
principle that when a liquid wave trav- 
erses a papiUaiy fcvibo pr a porous parti- 
tion, its amplitutV diminishes and it is 
retarded in its phases without the mean 
level of tho wave changing. 
It consists 


of a glass tube, the lower end of which 
cornmunicatoa by a flexible pipe with a 
plunger which is lowered boijeath the 
lowest water level. There are two cells 
in tho plunger, the lower being filled 
with sand and open to tho sea, the result 
being that tho column of water in the 
tube rises and Tails very little with the 
tides, and the mean sea level can bo read 
from a graduated scale.—New York 
Times.
